Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Arizona. y~ 


Sxction 1. When there is no express agree- 
ment fixing a different rate of interest, interest 
shall be allowed at the rate of ten per cent. per 
anhum for all moneys alter they become due on any 
bond. bill, promissory note, or other instrament 
of writing, on any jadgment recovered before any 
court in this Territory, for money lent, for money 
due on the settlement of accounts from the day 
on which the balance is ascertained, and for 
money received for the use of another. 

32. Parties may agree in writing for the pay- 
ment of any rate of interest whatever on money 
due or to become due on any contract, any judg- 
ment rendered on such contract shall conform 
thereto, and shall bear the interest agreed upon 
by the parties, and which shall be specified in the 
judgment. :
